Right Track Program/LR KIDs update: A new home visitor has been hired. Kylie Petsinger is the
new staff.

Nancy provided information about the committee working on the competencies for staff to be qualified to
provide services. LR KIDs has 63 enrolled in the program. There are also 2 pending enroliments and 2
more evaluations to complete. LR KIDs will have a Christmas Party in Belcourt for families enrolled in
the program on December 17" from 4-6:30 PM at the Casino. The Christmas Party in Devils Lake will be
December 18" at the LR KIDs office from 4-6:30 PM. Walmart will also sponser an Angel Tree in the
store for families in the program. Kevin Schepp, OT, from the Heart of America in Rugby has been
working with children in the program.

Erin stated the right track referrals are up. The screeners average 50-70 per month.

Experienced Parent Program: Marcia discussed the transition services and the planning packets that
she developed. She would like to keep the list updated. There will be “Topical Calls” sponsored by
Family Voices. This is available to anyone. Marcia provided registration information. There is a website
for the KIDS programs. There will be training in Bismarck and Fargo sponsored by the ARC with the
topic of “Connecting for Empowerment”. Satisfaction Surveys for 3-21 will be online.

There are
over 600 children in the program. There are 13 staff working in the program. In the preschool program,
8 new children started.

Different screening tools will
be used. The Child Find Committee will continue.

Sandi — Headstart/EHS is partnering with the high school for pre-natal teens. EHS toddlers will
participate in the autism screening project.

Sherri— The ND Dual Sensory Project was approved for a 5 year grant. They are also participating in
distance training.
